was unanimously tendered them 
at the noon luncheon of Y. M. C. 
A. campaign workers in the Pio­ 
neer block Monday. 


I* in' which was discovered about 
a half hour before midnight Saturday 
completely destroyed 
the old (¡lobe 
rink, at the northwest corner of East 
!*ry and Penn 
streets, 
owned and 
operated by J. B. Kay, 
entailing an 
estimated loss of $12,000, and for a 
tiitie threatened destruction of adja­ 
cent business and residential sections 
of, the city. 
.Total absence of wind and the fact 
that the high wooden walls fell in­ 
ward probably prevented the flames 
ft tun spreading to numerous firetraps 
which flank 
the 
burning structure 
i lose up on t wo sides. 
Some minutes were lost after the 
fire department reached the scene be- 
fore any wa'er was thrown to combat 
the rapidly spreading flames. Firemen 
who took the iirst lines of hose from 
the truck, it is 
claimed, 
reversed 
them, with the result that it was ne 
«' 
urv to relay them before the nos- 
zle 
could be inserted and streams 
of water played 
upon the 
flames, 
wliirh by this time were leaping high 
in tlm air and radiating such an in- 
tense heat that spectators found it 
necessary to retreat far back from 
the burning building. 
Residences on 
•h»1 south and east corners, directly 
opposite the rink, were scorched by 
tin intense heat, but were saved by 
the timely arrival or water.
